But before any alarmed Canadian pulp or 
paper interests begin to yammer for a Haman’s 
gallows tariff to keep out the flood of Esthonia 
wood pulp, it is in order to note that during 
August Canada exported newsprint to the value 
of more than ten million dollars, and in July to 
the value of more than eleven millions, while 
for the past five month period the total was r.ore 


than fifty-three millions. That particule~ “infant 
industry” can take care of itself. 
By whatever financial hocus-pocus, barter 


process, or low wage system they managed to 
do it, the inference is that the Esthonians made 
a profit by shipping “wis wood pulp into the 
country that supn!..s most of this continent and 
many large british newspapers with newsprint. 
Trade rivals romance in producing strange 
Situaticns. Rice has been exported from the 
United States to China, and sold there in com- 
pétition with the home product. This vagrant 
cargo of wood pulp from Esthonia may have 
been the result of poly-angular trading opera- 
tions extending to a half-dozen countries. 


THE LOST IS FOUND 


The country is safe—Canada has a constitu- 
tion, The original copy of the B.N.A. Act, to 
which the parliament of Great Britain gave 
sanction seventy years ago, has been found, 
carefully preserved in book form in the Victoria 
Tower at Westminster, where any doubting 
Thomas who has the time and money may go 
and read it for himself. 

Not that this makes any material difference, 
for there are plenty of correct and authenticated 
copies in existence. They may be found in any 
appropriate books of reference, and perused 
without the trouble and expense of making a 
trip to London. It is on the basis of these repro- 
ductions, not on the original, that legislators 
have built the structure of Canadian law and 
judges frorn district courts to the Privy Council 
have rendered decisions for three score years 
and ten. Still, the discovery may quiet the ex- 
citement among the polemics, and give the public 
a measure of their reliability. 

Perhaps, too, the question of whether we had 
a constitution in physical being or had lost it 
may move some competent authority to make a 
study of the contents of the original document 
alongside a table of facts as to how Canada is 
governed today. That would be interesting ir 
itself, and valuable as a starting point for the 
prospective and needed revision of our govern- 
mental system. The men who framed the 
original and those who made it law supposed 
they were legislatively creating a country. In 
point of fact they were providing a subject for

DIPLOMATIC LEXICON 

“What dreadful nonsense we are talking!” 
=Through the Looking Glass. 
A great many Americans must feel, as they 
read the foreign dispatches, that they have, like 
Alice, walked through a Looking Glass to a land 
where things have very special names of their 
own. We find ourselves catching at our thumbs 
as each bright morning brings its new platter of 
diplomatic verbiage, diplomatic nonsense and 
diplomatic refusal to call a spade a garden im- 


plement. 

As the world staggers on to what may be a 
final holocaust, the foreign secretaries distin- 
guish themselves only by their capacity for self-- 
befuddiement, their talent for high-flown non- 
sense, their skill at looking the other way. We 
submit a few definitions taken from the new 
lexicon of diplomacy ... and we intend to hide 
a copy of this editorial in the corner-stone of 
The Post Building so that future historians will 
know what this age was really like: 

PIRACY: Destruction of a vessel belonging 
to a friendly nation by a submarine belonging 
to a recognized government. 

UNFRIENDLY ACT: Any protest against 
such destruction. 

NONINTERVENTION: Intervention when 
it is committed by Italy or Germany. 

INTERVENTION: Any protest against “non- 
intervention” as practiced by Mr. Mussolini.

Another English lady, whose beauty has been 
touched with the snows of the passing years, has 
come in for a legacy under the will of the late 
Sir James Barrie. With what emotions, I won- 
der, did she receive this last token of his abiding 
care and affection. 

Her name is Mrs. Mary Cannan, wife of Gil- 
bert Cannan, dramatic critic and author. She 
is best remembered by her maiden name of Mary 
Ansell. For fifteen years she was the wife of 
Barrie. Though she became the wife of another, 
she remained his first and only love. 

Respect for the gentle genius, stricken in his 
affections, caused little mention to be made 
while he lived of the tragedy of Barrie's domes- 
tic life. Only the briefest announcements were 
made of his divorce, over a quarter century ago, 
from the beauty of the London stage who created 
the part of Lady Babbie in “The Little Minister.” 
It was the tragedy of three people, without hate 
or perfidy, in the grip of inexorable forces. 

Mary Ansell, slight, fair and very lovely to 
look upon, had played the leading role in Barrie's 
first stage success “Walker, London.” When the 
rising young novelist, then only 33, fell gravely 
ill of pneumonia, it was Mary Ansell who nursed 
him back to health. To his boyhood home at 
Kirriemuir they went to be married. 

For fifteen years they lived a life of cloudless 
happiness, during which time Barrie produced 
most of the works on which his enduring fame 
rests. Then came the shattering confession that 
his wife had fallen in love with Gilbert Cannan, 
a rising young critic and playwright. Offer of 
the fullest forgiveness if she would cease to see 
Cannan again was refused. Reluctantly, Barrie 
entered suit for divorce that he might free Mary 
Ansell to marry Cannan. 

There was drama aplenty in the hearing when 
Barrie, small in stature and shrinking in de- 
meanor, took the stand. He told of offer and 
of his wife’s reply that it would be ignoble to 
return on such terms. 

“She told me,” said Barrie, as his voice choked 
with emotion, “that Cannan was the only person 
in the world...” 

The judge completed the question with the 
query “that she loved?” 

“Yes,” whispered Barrie, adding that he still 
loved her. 

No other woman entered the place in Barrie's 
life that Mary Ansell left void. As the years 
went by and pain died out of their hearts, Barrie 
was a faithful caller and confident of the aging 
woman, whose hands and voice still in their 
grace and sweetness defied the ravages of time.

Ruskin, anxious to perpetuate the 
beauty of his wife on canvas and help a prom- 
ising young painter named John Millais, com- 
missioned the artist to paint a port Mrs 
Ruskin. Before the picture was finished, painter 
and sitter were hopelessly in love. 

When the middle-aged Ruskin learned that 
his young wife and his young protege were in 
love, he decided to smooth the way for them by 
procuring a divorce. In a gesture of renuncia- 
tion he came to the little church to give the 
bride away to Millais—and returned to his lonely 
home. Nor did it affect the pleasure he felt jn 
Millais’ progress to the Presidency of the Royal 
Academy and a nnlgteed.

Findings of the various forums 
of the Inder -denominational 
Young People’s Camp held recent- 
ly at Fallis, were significant of 
the trend of thought among the 
youth of today.

Rev. McLaren in his speech 
showed that Canada, has a much 
higher standard of living than 
European countries, yet there is at 
present e lack of personal peace 
which is also present in the toilling 
peasants of Central Europe.

Solution of this state of affairs 
ffered during the discuss'on in- 
cludes: The system of economics or 
distribution of goods within nations 
which makes it an absolute neces- 
sity for them to seek foreign mar- 
kets is the cause of wars and that 
system should be changed to one 
giving the workers a greater share 
ot the goods they produce. There 
would not be that great surplus of 
goods for which to find a market 
Nationa! self-sufficiency is not the 
answer but there should be more 
international co-operation.

Aids Blind 


Children 


“The number of blind chiléren | 


in Alberta is on the decline,” | 
Mejor M. C. Robinson, superin- 
tendent of the western division of 
the Canadian Institute for the | 
Blind said recently. “We don't 
have very much work with the 
blind children as there aren't 
enough cases in the province to 
wafrant a provincial schoo) but 
the greatest work we ate doing 
among the children is in the 
sight-saving classes. A number of 
the pupils at the schools for the 
blind are now receiving their 
education at these classes, for 
which a teacher with special 
qualificztions is chosen. 

The first sight-saving class in 
Canada was promoted by the Insti- 
tute in Toronto, ten years ago. In 
1931 the first class of this kind in 
Alberta was established in Edmon- |

these classes the pupils are given a 
practical vocational training and 
then an effort is made to absorb 
them in some kind of employment!

Braille is taught from 
and the students learn this almost 
as quickly as they do the alphabet 
The new “talking book" which are 
just like gramaphone records which 
run from eighteen to twenty min- 
utes on each side. Children’s stories 
are only available in limited quan- 
tities as the library has just started 
but it is being steadily added to 
each year 

If a child is reported as having 
faulty evye-sight the Institute pro- 
vides transportation to a medical 
centre where the child reccives 
expert medical attention and 
shoulders any expenses which 
might be incurred.

Often p2rents of blind ch'ldren 
are loath to send theiir offsprings 
to a school for the blind and in 
this brench the institute is doing a 


great work in encouraging them to 
take advantage of the educationa! 
facilites offered. A home teacher 
who is blind herself, is supplied in 
instances where the child is unable 
to attend one of the regular classes 
She teac! Brrille and other pr 
ary educational essentials 

The inst‘tute, entirely depend- 
ent on vo'untary contributions, is 
at present waging a campaign for 
unds to carry on their vitally 
necess*ry work.
